ter Chairman of Palm Beach Coun- 
ty Chapter, American Red Cross, 
the American Red Cross spent 
more than $1,000,000 in emergency 
and rehabilitation relief operations 
in, Florida as a result of the two 
hurricanes and the ensuing floods 
in the state late in 1947. 

In doing this, the organization 
aided more than 5,500: families. 

Of the total amount spent, one 
of the biggest sums went for re- 
pair and rebuilding of y homes— 
$310,327.33. A total of $152,613.23 
was spent for household furnish- 
ings; $138,033.65 was spent for 
food, clothing and other mainten- 
ance, whole other sums were spent 
for mass shelter, rescue and trans- 
portation, medical and nursing 
care, farm supplies, livestock and 
equipment, occupational tools, 
equipment and supplies. 

The three worst hit counties in 
Florida were Dade, where Red 
Cross spent © $339,452.64; Palm 
Beach, ` $191,275.50, and Broward, 
$127,199.20. “These amounts went 
for direct relief. 

In -Louisiana and | Mississippi. 
where the hurricane hit 
along the Middle Gulf Co: 
Red Cross spent a total of $1, 
000 on the hurricane opera 

Thus the total spent by 
Red Cross in the entire hurri 
operation in Florida and the mid- 
dle Gulf Coast states was $2,500,- 
000. In the United States the Red 
Cross spent a total of $11,000,000 
for disaster relief in 1947, the 
preatest year in the organization's 
history in number of major dis- 
asters.

Drainage Districts 
Must Pay Taxes 


| TALLAHASSEE — The Florida 
Tuesday ordered 


provement Fund to pay drainage 
taxes on land used for an experi- 
ment station in the South Florida 
District, Palm Beach County. 

The court, in a 5-1 decision, held 
a 1921 act creating that experi- 
ment station directed that the T. 
I. Board trustees pay all drainage 
reclamation costs for the „station. 
A 1941 act also directed that an 
State agencies owning title to 
land in the district should be re- 
lquiired to pav their share of costs 
for the project. 

The decision directed the State 
I. I. Fund to pay all back assess- 
ments since 1935 and any further 
assessments that may be made by 
ithe Legislature. The land is now 
Gwried by the State Board of Edu- 
cation which lets the experiment 
station use it.
